France Pays The Bill 


Among the other penalties and humil- 
iations imposed upon the people of France, 
they are required to pay the cost of main- 
taining the Nazi army that is occupying 
two-thirds of their country and using its 
ports and other facilities and resources 
to make war upon their late allies across 
the Channel. 

Their jailers' fee comes high. The 
Petain cabinet has just ear-marked $1,- 
000,000,000 of French money to pay the 
expenses of the 2,000,000 soldiers Herr 
Hitler has quartered upon the country; 
to which must be added 
amount of property the marauders have 
destroyed and the goods and chattels they 
have stolen to consume or to send home to 
Germany as trophies of their victory and 
the complete prostration of France. 

This sum apparently covers the board 
bill, and whatever other items the Nazi 
calculators have seen fit to charge up to 
their hosts, for the three months since 
France capitulated. At that rate of going, 
the cost of being bossed by Hitler is com- 
parable to the cost of fighting him. And 
there is no assurance that the ante will not 
be raised, for the rate of levy is set at

| Listening a “Crime” 


The conception of a federation of states as a 
totalitarian unit entails complete control by the 
state of all the means of transportation and 
communication. German military government 
has proclaimed the application of Nazi criminal 
law to Paris, Crimes listed include unauthor- 
ized relations with prisoners, issuance of anti- 
German tracts, participation in public gather- 
ings or anti-German demonstrations, strikes or 
the discharge of workers, listening to non- 
German broadcasts and circulation of anti- 
German news, The possession of arms or of a 
broadcasting apparatus entails the death sent- 
ence, 


As these “crimes” can be committeed equally 


| well by any person outside Paris, it is certain 


the same laws apply to all of “occupied” France. 
Marshal Petain'’s government of the third 
of France, which is unoccupied, has no choice 
but to impose on that area the same laws, for 
it would not be possible to allow “unoccupied” 
areas to contaminate “occupied” areas with such 
criminal conceptions as freedom of speech or 
press, which are the principal means of com- 
munication and understanding between neigh- 
bors. 

Nazi criminal law is thus to be applied to 
every portion of the world which comes under 
Nazi military tomination and all such portions 
are to be economically exploited for the material 
benefit of the Nazi political party in Germany. 

The proclamation is an excellent illustration 
of’the mentality which has already created in 
Germany an entire generation of “skulking, 
swaggering louts,” as the crew described the 
young Nazis sent to Canada for internment.— 
Vancouver Sun.

A crew of 20 men from Geophysi- 
eal Service Inc. at Dallas, Texas, 
is making a seismograph survey in 
the vicinity of Three Hills.

They have been here three 
weeks and will remain in this dis- 
trict until heavy snow falls. 

K. E. Burg, of Dallas, Texas, 
party chief, stated: “The whole of 
the province of Alberta is covered 
with glacial drift, and it is very) 
difficult and sometimes impossible 
to use surface geology to locate oil | 
tructure. It is therefore necessary 
to use some other method to pene- 
trate this surface drift. We drill 
100-100t test holes, set off a charge 
of dynamite at the bottom of them, 
and make a record of the vibra- 
tions, obtaining our information 
about the structure from these rec- 
ords.”

We can control a child's sleep 
only indirectly. It is in the nature 
of well children to sleep. When 
they do not it is chiefly because 
their food is not ample or satis- 
fying, or, we have failed to set 
the stage for sleep. This is done 
by putting them to bed every day 
at the same time and usually in 
the same place so that they asso- 
ciate the hour and the place with 
closing of eves. 


The tiny baby snoozes after every | 
By the third or fourth month 


meal, 
he is taking only two regular naps a 
day one in the middle of the morn- 
ing and the other after the 2 p.m 
feeding. 

When meals are changed to three 
a day, usually after the first birth- 
day, if not before, the baby takes 
his daytime sleep in one long nap 
after the noon meal. All this time 


he is presumably going to bed at! 


six and seven o'clock. 


CANNOT NAP 

After his third or fourth birth- 
day—it differs with different chil- 
dren—he may decide he cannot nap 
at all, When put to bed he lies 
there singing, or yelling or tearing 
the bed apart or investigating the 
dresser-drawers — doing everything | 
but sleeping. 

Change his nap to a rest period 
Tell him to take a toy or a book 
and stay in his room for an hour— 
with the door opened or closed as 
he pleases, but stay there he must 

It is quite true that children 
outgrow the ability to sleep and 
though we may force them to 
stay in their rooms until they do 
go to sleep we may find that this 
prevents them going to sleep at 
the proper time at night. So 
nothing at all is gained by it. 

But one rest period in the middle | 
of the day and short rest periods 
before each meal work wonders 
for tempers and appetites.
